4A short time ago, Thomas H. MacDonald, Commissioner 
of Public Roads, made a talk which is of direct interest to 
every taxpayer—and to every citizen who is concerned with 
the personal safety of himself and others. The theme of the 
talk is what overloading by heavy vehicles is doing to our 
highway systems. He said: “Specifically, we are overload- 
ing our highways in their traffic volume capacity and in 
their structural capacity. There is more than ample proof. 
The overloading of safe capacity by numbers and by driver 
misuse is yeflected in the accident record. The overloading of 
‘safe structural capacity is reflected in the skyrocketing main- 
tenance and reconstruction costs.” 

It is widely believed that more road destruction is caus- 
ed by climatic and soil conditions than by heavy use. That, 
Mr. MacDonald said, was true years ago. But since then, he 
went on, “There have been great changes in the total num- 
ber of trucks on the highways, in the proportion of them 
with heavy loads and overloads, and in the observed effect 
on highways. . .. In 1931 trucks traveled 11,406,000,000 
miles on main roads. This year the figure may well reach 
34;000,000,000, In 1931 only about eight trucks in every thou- 
sand had axle loads of 18,000 pounds. ... In 1947, 76 trucks 
in every thousand had axle loads of 18,000 pounds or more, 
$3:of which were 20,000 pounds or more, and 14 were 22,000 
Peunds or more.” ‘ ; 

Mr. MacDonald presented considerable technical detcil, 
based on specific observations considering laws to permit 
heavier legal loads. Then he stated categorically: “Axle 
loads in excess of 18,000 pounds should not be authorized.” 

What this all adds up to is that the cost, to the public, 
of building roads adequate for the heaviest commercial traf- 
fic is becoming stratospheric—and that road destruction due 
to overloading is a threat to every pocketbook, and to the 
safety of everyone who rides in a motor car. The problem 
may be a difficult one. But the facts brought out by Mr.

Mr. John Foster Dulles, speak-

While Norway may choose to 
adhere to the North Atlantic pact 
as a defense measure, the grant- 
ing of bases to America would, in 
Mr. Dulles’ opinion, be rightly re- 
garded by the Soviet Union as 
provocative. i do not think Nor- 
way will grant them in any case; 
the words of her leaders seem 
firm on that matter.
